It is fortunate for many farmers 
that the house-well sometimes goes 
dry, because it gives an opportun- 
ity for cleaning it. If it has not 
been cleared for two or three years 
pump it dry and go at it. Anyone 
will be surprised to see how much 
sediment a well] accuinulates even 
when its top is carefully guarded. 
Bad water is the cause of much 
sickness in the family. 

Superphosphate of lime contains 
a large proportion of sulphate of 
lime or gypsum, in this way the 
phosphate of lime is mixed with 
sulphuric acid; vhe acid takes two- 
thirds of the lime from the phos- 
phate, leaving what is known as 
one lime phosphate, or superphos- 
phate; that is, there is three times 
as much phosphoric acid in pro- 
portion to the lime in the super- 
phosphate as in the phosphate. 
These two proportions of lime com- 
bine with the sulphuric acid, mak- 
ing sulphate of lime, or gypsum. 
But some of the sulphuric acid re- 
mains free in the mixture and this 
is hurtful to the young plants.

Physician, 


Why do women shoppers who 
have plenty of money steal things 
which they do not need? 

Others have dismissed the phe- 
nomenon after giving it a name— 
kleptomania — but a_ celebrated 
Paris physician and criminologist, 
has gone straight to 120 of the fair 
culprits for their own version of 
the matter. 

In Paris 
when one of the courts has not to 
consider the case of a woman ac- 
cused of theft at the Bon Marche, 
the Louvre, or the Printemps. 

The interest of these cases is in- 
creased by the fact that although 
a few professional thieves and somo 
persons who are driven to theft by 
poverty may be among their num- 
ber, by far the majority of these 
shop thieves are ladies in easy cir- 

; cumstances. Some of them, indeed 


are rich. i 


Here are some leading facts from 
the criminologist’s investigations. 
The women only thieve in the large 
|saops. The majority of them are 
in easy circumstances, and many 
let them are rich. The articles they 
take are often of no use to them, 
or they do not need them, or they 
have alieady in their home similar 
aiticles, and often more than they 
require. 
Another point is that when ar- 
rested at the door of the shop they 
| readily distinguish from the rest of 
| their possessions the stolen article,

l Cheesecloth Comfort. 


Cheesecloth should be used more 
commonly for houseiiold purposes than 
it is. The material has the special 
merit of being firm, yet so loosely wov- 
en that grease cones out readily in 
washing. ‘Thus it is more easily kept 
elean than linen or crash, for which it 
may many times be substituted. An 
mnbleached quality that costs not more 
than 5 cents a yard is quite as good 
for general use as more expensive fab- 
rics. 

The best kind of dishcloths are made 
ef it. The material should be doubled, 
raw edges turned in and stitched on 
the machine. This will wear and be- 
cause it cleans so easily is most sani- 
tary for warm weather tn that it will 
not become saturated and smell of 

Rinsing in soap and water 
will be all that 's necessary for cleans- 


For nice furntture it is the best kind 
ef cloth for cleaning, and all cabinet- 
makers keep three sets for work. The 
first is used for applying the oil, the 
second to rub it off, and the third 1s 
the polisher. Similar treatment for 
dining room tables will keep them in 
the pink of condition, 

Cheesecloth will save the daily use 
of an egg in boiled coffee merely by 
having small bags of the cotton kept 
in the kitchen. Put the grounds into 
one and twist the top around tight 
with thread, a spool of which should 
be handy for the purpose. The same 
bag may be used many times, There 
is nothing in the cleaning line for 
which it is not good. 

Windows and mirrors will never 
have a speck of lint on their shining 
surface if cheesecloth is used, and for 
all kinds of work it will be found in- 
valuable. A bag made of it should al- 
ways be kept in the kitchen for strain- 
ing soups. 

Tissue paper is another valuable 
household asset that all housekeepers 
do not appreciate. All of it that 
comes into the house shov'd be saved.

CHARACTER BY THE FACE.
